When I finished the draft, well, really before then, 1 believed that I had done what 
I told you I would and if you do not recall what I said the potential would be and what I 
believed should be done to achieve that potential, I remind you. 












Without using the w^9d Wrone used in conversation with my local history orofessor 
friend McKnight, that in history this book is " unprecedented," I indicated the belief 
tliat it would be- He told Hc Ai night that its documentation is also if not unprecedented 
he could not trdnlc of any that comes close.

How many books do you know of that are in part based on a 
dozen lawsuits, some precedontal in several areas (including copyright), one leading to 
the amending of a law by Congress to make it possibe^l, and by an octogenarian who has been 
in potentially fatal ilness for more than a decade, a man so weak that he can walk only 
short distances and then slowly, who struggles with a short flight of stairs and yet in 
relatively so short a time had the linowledge that enabled him to produce so massive 
and authoritative a book tliat is so "unprecedented 7 ." Or a book that McKnight wrote 
"should revolutionize thinking about the JFK assassination." 

And these aro the only two professional historians in the entire country who can 
qualify as subject-matter experts. 

^n telling you what the book would say and prove, not about the waiting, I told you 
I believed the content would warrant nomination for a N obel.

I was not then boasting. I remind you that you once descfibed me as "the most conQ 
servative man I known." ^ou then said in explanation that while I might say something

There is no libel. There is nothing tliat is not more than adequately supported and 

in almost all ihstances with official recofds or information in all cases cited. A t is 

not possible for anyone I name to claim even that_ I was unfair or defamed him. Anyone 
who even dreamed of filing a spurious suit would be crazy. 

I also remember telling you tha# I believed the book would be more successful if it 
were rushed, with only the most essential editing, and published with the explanation that 
it was being rushed because of my age and health and because I wantfcx to be able to face 
any criticism tliat might be made and because there is less chance of any criticism when 
with ray unique subject-matter knowledge I would be able to respond to it.

I would, of course, prefer one what lias not published wreteted/bad and dis- 
htaest books like T hnnder’s “oath, which did not respond when I write that the claim, 
made, that lane wrote t:.e first book, is false, and continued to hake that false claim. 

I have no idea who distributed through publishers West. (That lane book is aldo fraudulent.) 

With any promotional effort at all this book should really be a sensation and a sen- 



aational success.

I fear from my personal experience that books on the King assassination cannot be 
expected to sell on subject matter alone.

for the book wao again only a phone call*

I repeat, this is not a complaint. H o promises were made so none was broken. 

And I do hope it is not the basis for a pertinent reading. 

I published the general edition of Whitewash a month before th/annual ibA convention. 

I was astounded at the number of publishers who knew about it when ijhad not a penny for 
advertising and the only promotion was a Washington Post story. There must have been a 
dozen who praised me for doing what^did. Quite a few of them said they wished they'd 
had what they referred to as my courage. These were among those who had declined the book. 

Some of them and also others mused they*d have made a pot. 

What you may not have known because we did not meet^ten is that Parallax also re- 
jected the book - in 1965, wheh housed with Grovd. Was it the third floor front xn that 
old downtwon building? and Parallax also could liave made a pot. That fine yo^ng woman 
^clitor Ann told me why it was rejected.Some one there knew a self-important stupidity 
who had worked for Newsweek, Alfred Newman. He is of the ri ght and h e had his own book, 
a farce, that was published later. He nixxed it. His own book taxi is built around the 
theory that Oswald returned from the USSR with a Soviet radio with which he listened to 
buban, stations and thus got instruction^ Well, the cheapest domestic radio could have 
been used for that.
